Refuses To Quash 
Contempt Charges 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 10 (JP)—'The 
Senate gave a virtual vote of confi­ 
dence today to its crime committee’s 
practice of televising some of its 
m ajor hearings. 
It refused by a roll-call vote of 
38 to 13 to withdraw contem pt of 
Congress charges against two wit­ 
nesses who said they would not 
testify while television, radio and 
newsreel were operating. 
Accusing the crime committee of 
running wild and putting on “head­ 
line hunting” spectacles and extra­ 
vaganzas, Sen. Cain (R -W ash.)had 
asked the Senate to reconsider con­ 
tem pt citations 
voted 
M arch 
30 
against Morris Kleinman and Louis 
Rothlopf of Cleveland. 


W elker Backs Cain 


He was backed by Sen. Welker 
(R -Idaho), 
who 
denounced 
“the 
startling reality of a quasi court of 
law (the com m ittee)” demanding 
th a t American citizens testify under 
oath before an array of microphones 
and cameras. 
W elker said he doubted w’hether 
courts would find a witness in con­ 
tem pt for refusing to testify in such 
a blare of publicity. 
B ut the crime committee claimed 
Its televised hearings are “of great 
benefit td the people.” The Senate 
apparently 
supported 
this 
view 
when the roll was called. 
K leinm an .and 
Rothkopf 
were 
linked by the crime investigators 
w ith 
a 
big 
interstate 
gambling 
syndicate. Their refusal to testify 
occurred M arch 26. 
Today’s vote cleared the way for 
the contem pt citations to be sent 
to the U. S. attorney here for pre­ 
sentation 
to a grand jury. The 
penalty on conviction for contem pt 
is up to one year in jail and a $1,000 
fine. 


Full Legal Test Possible 


If Kleinm an and Rothlopf base 
their defense on the presence of 
television 
and 
other 
recording 
equipment in the hearing room, the 
television issue may be given a full 
legal test. 
The attack by Cain and Welker 
led the committee to issue a policy 
statem ent which said the televising 
of its hearings brought home to the 
public “a clear picture of the ch ara­ 
cter and ram ifications of organized 
interstate crime.” 
The committee explained it had 
taken careful measures to prevent 
any exploitation or commercializa­ 
tion of the hearings. 
It intends to perm it television 
broadcasts of a renewed investi­ 
gation of crim e conditions in New 
York City next week. The hearings 
will open here next Wednesday and 
run for about three days.

Welker said he doubted whether 
courts would find a witness in con­ 
tempt for refusing to testify in such 
a blare of publicity. 
But the crime committee claimed 
its televised hearings are "of great 
benefit td the people.”

Polio In 1951 


The incidence of poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) 
in 1951 has been running somewhat below the number 
of^ cases reported for the corresponding months of 
1950 and well below the comparable rate in 1949—the 
year when the number of cases reported hit an all- 
time high of 42.173. Tabulation of reports by telegram 
from state health officers to the U. S. Public Health 
Service through August 4 showed that 6,843 cases had 
been reported in the nation thus far in calendar 1951. 
For the comparable period in 1950, 7.298 cases had been 
reported; in 1949. 10,719. 
Reports for the current “disease year” show the 
same relationship. The “disease year” for polio begins 
with the seasonal low .week late in March. 
The 
cumulative total for the current disease year is 5.631, 
as compared with 6.167 for 1950 and 9,806 for 1949. 
The number of cases of polio reported annually 
has been mounting irregularly snce 1915, when only 
1.639 cases were reported. An epidemic in 1916 sent 
the total for that year to 27,363. The number of cases 
reported annually did not rise above 20,000 again until 
1946, when 25.698 cases were reported. Incidence fell 
to less than half that figure in 1947, but in 1948, 27.902 
cases were reported; in 1949, 42.173; in 1950, 33,202. 
Reports show some degree of area concentration 
of the disease. Polio in Texas has been concentrated 
in seven counties; in Mississippi in four. In other 
states, such as California, Utah. Colorado, Wisconsin. 
Illinois, Kansas, and Michigan, a large proportion of 
cases reported in recent weeks have originated in 
urban areas. 
Today the greatest incidence of polio in the United 
States occurs in the school-age group, according to 
Dr. Howard A. Howe, senior member of the Polio­ 
myelitis Research Center at Johns Hopkins University. 
Twenty years ago polio struck more virulently at the 
pre-school group. 
Rates for adults in the United 
States are still low, in spite of increased reporting. 
Writing in Harper’s magazine. Dr. Howe points out 
that some cases of polio produce no symptoms and 
hence go unreported. “Present figures indicate that 
there are probably at least 100 to 1,000 polio infections 
for every paralytic case.” 
Heaviest incidence of polio normally occurs in 
late summer and early fall. However, in Louisiana 
polio already appears to have passed its peak for 1951. 
Polio seems to affect more adolescents and young 
adults in rural areas than in cities; in urban areas, 
the disease is more likely to affect children. 
A safe vaccine for human beings has yet to be 
perfected. Preliminary human tests with polio virus 
are considered reasonably “encouraging,” according to* 
Dr. Howe, but the launching of a poliomyelitis vac­ 
cination project would still have to be “a vast co­ 
operative enterprise.” 


An Inspiring Story 
An 18-vear-old boy, Gilbert Provencher, has been 
having a successful one-man art show in New York 
City, in which most of his paintings have been sold 
at satisfactory prices. Standing alone, that would be 
evidence merely of precocity. What makes it truly 
remarkable is that as a boy of 14 he dived into a 
stream in his native New Hampshire, struck his head 
on hard .bottom and was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. 
When the lad was examined there was a faint 
movement of the left shoulder and a faint trace of 
strength in the biceps of his left arm. These were 
carefully developed. Always Gilbert had wanted to be 
a painter. He first tried it with a brush in his teeth, 
but that was a failure. He did begin to get results 
with a brush strapped to his left elbow. Most of his 
paintings are of scenes of his New Hampshire country­ 
side. 
For two months this young man has been at the 
Institute of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation in 
Newr York City, where the exhibit has been held. There 
they are not trying to teach him to paint—he can do 
that—but. to paint better. He has been offered an 
art fellowship, is assured of a studio of his own and a 
Christmas card concern will use some of his work. 
For amputees who lie in pain in veterans’ hos­ 
pitals, skeptical that as to themselves the wonderful 
work already accomplished in restoring men to active 
life will succeed, the story of Gilbert Provencher 
should bring hope and inspiration. 


Fewer Farm Dwellers 
The number of persons living on farms in the 
United States has declined while the population of 
the whole nation has increased. Today the farm 
population is about IVz million lower than 40 years 
ago while the nation has. about 60 million more 
inhabitants. 
Today less than one in every six persons lives on 
a farm, as against more than one in every three per­ 
sons 40 years ago. At the time of the Civil War about 
three in every four Americans lived on farms. 
Although the farm population has declined, rela­ 
tively, over the decades, it has increased in certain 
specific years. In 1920 and 1946, for instance, when 
m illions of men were demobilized from the Army. Also 
in the depression years of 1931, 1932, and 1933—many 
sons and daughters of farmers went back home to 
Pup for enough food to eat and a roof over their heads 
after they had lost their jobs in the city. 
The Census Bureau distinguishes between farm 
population and rural population. According to the 
Census definition, the rural population is all that 
which doesn’t live in a city or town of at least 2.500 
inhabitants. And with the growth of the automobile 
and the expansion of bus routes, the rural non-farm 
population these days is almost as large as the rural 
farm population. 


Overdue Reprisals 
Suspension by Washington of tariff concessions 
o the Soviet Union and all other Communst-dominat- 
'd states is dictated by consideration of self-respect, 
t is amazing that no one in authority in Washington 
hought of this before. 
To have continued to regard these nations as 
riendly and thus entitled to special benefits would 
lave been a gross perversion of truth and facts. 
Because trade with the Red countries is already 
harply limited, and has been ever since lend-lease and 
JNRRA shipments to them tapered off, the President’s 
(elated action will not have the damaging effect which 
nost Americans would like to see. Nevertheless it is 
lotice to the enemy and to the world in general that 
he United States at last intends to visit such reprisals 
is lie within its power upon governments which are 
;uilty of physical attacks upon American citizens—as 
n the Oatis ca^e in Czechoslovakia. 
Unfortunately, there is no expectation that the 
tep taken will cause either Russia or any of her satel- 
Ites to mend their ways.

Iron Loss In Perspiration 


During the last few years chemists 
have see-sawed on the answer to a 
problem dealing with perspiration. 
One group found th at in addition 
to salt, we lost much iron in sweat. 
Other authorities have decided th at 
the am ount is so negligible it can 
hardly be measured. 
The practical aspects of this sit­ 
uation are obvious but why are 
scientists unable 
to agree? 
This 
sounds like a simple experiment but 
it is doubtful whether one person 
in a thousand has any idea how 
difficult it is to measure the per­ 
spiration loss, let alone the percent­ 
age of iron or calcium the fluid con­ 
tains. To begin with, sweat must 
be collected. This is not easy be­ 
cause evaporation takes place; fur­ 
therm ore, iron laden dust particles 
in the air might contam inate the 
body surface. 


Recently several nutritionists at 
Cornell university engaged in this 
project. Four college women served 
as subjects, each for four periods of 
approximately one hour. They be­ 
gan by taking a good bath in hot 
soapy water and the hair w*as wrap­ 
per in cheesecloth to prevent drip­ 
ping of perspiration from the scalp. 
From here they entered the sweat­ 
ing chamber and stood there until 
perspiration appeared on the back 
of 
the hands. The co-eds were 
rinsed with hot tap water, then 
with hot distilled water, and patted 
dry with a clean towel. Presumably 
this was done to cleanse the sweat 
pores and to remove loose skin cells 
which contain iron and m ight con­ 
tam inate the sweat. The girls walk­ 
ed on a pathway of towels to a scale 
where weight was recorded, then sat 
in an enameled pan that had been 
placed on a chair, and put their 
feet in another pan. They remained 
there for one hour while perspira­ 
tion was collected in the pans. 
At the end of this period the tem ­ 
perature and hum idity of the room 
were lowered to stop perspiration 
and the subjects were weighed and 
rinsed six to eight times with dis­ 
tilled water. This fluid too, was col­ 
lected, in order to obtain perspira­ 
tion from all parts of the body ex­ 
cept the scalp, and turned over to 
the chemists. The perspiration and 
the rinse water were filtered and 
frozen 
and 
miscroscopic 
studies 
were done to determine whether the 
solutions contained skin cells, but 
few were 
present. 
The 
m aterial 
finally was boiled down to an ash, 
and iron and calcium determ ina­ 
tions were made from the residue. 


In this experiment a moderate 
loss of calcium and iron occurred. 
The research workers felt th at it 
was not enough to become excited 
about. They wrote; “Losses of cal­ 
cium and iron of the m agnitude 
found in this study are such as to 
indicate th at the intake of the 
average woman engaging in average 
activity under average conditions of 
tem perature and hum idity must be 
increased a little to cover them .” 
They believed th at iron tablets were 
not necessary because the standard 
requirements for iron and calcium, 
as recommended by the National 
Research council, were higher than 
necessary. On the other hand, those 
living in the tropics or in the tem ­ 
perate zone during the warm season 
might need additional iron from 
time to time to make up the deficit. 
This is especially true when a per­ 
son is engaged in heavy work or 
perspires more than usual. 


AURA OF EPILEPSY 
S. G. writes: Does an epileptic on 
the verge of an attack realize that 
it is coming, giving him enough 
time to run into the next room? 


REPLY 
Yes, there is a warning but there 
is hardly enough time to 
un into 
the next room. Most victims are 
satisfied if they can ease themselves 
into a chair or on to the floor to 
decrease the danger of injury when 
unconsciousness occurs. This pre­ 
monition is referred to as the aura 
and frequently manifests itself in 
the form of seeing lights, hearing 
strange noises, and smelling pecu­ 
liar odors 


EYELID IRRITATION 
T. W. writes: W hat causes tiny, 
pimple like swellings on the eye­ 
lids? They rub against the eyeball 
and cause pain. 


REPLY 
You probably refer to tmv con­ 
cretions th at plug the openings of 
the glands in the eyelids. They 
cause the same type of irritation on 
the eyeball as a speck of dust or a 
cinder. Sometimes it is necessary to 
consult an eye physician when they 
refuse to budge and continue to 
irritate. 


HEART ATTACKS 
E. M. S. writes: Can a person 
with a good heart have a heart a t­ 
tack or is it' only people with bad 
hearts th at are afflicted? 


REPLY 
Most individuals who have en­ 
countered a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis) have hardening of the 
coronary arteries. They may not 
realize it and think th at the pum p­ 
ing apparatus is normal. Further­ 
more. tests may not demonstrate 
the true condition of the coronary 
arteries. For this reason, the victim 
of a heart attack may be surprised 
because he was unaware of what 
was going on behind the scenes.

Elks Lack Money For MacArthur's Cadillac; Official Offered Million Dollars

WASHINGTON—T hat shiny new 
Cadillac presented by the Elks Club 
of Houston to General M acArthur 
when he visited Texas still isn’t 
paid for. The car cost $5,700 and 
the Elks, in their enthusiasm , fig­ 
ured th e . money would be easy to 
raise. So they presented the car 
to M acArthur and figured on paying 
for it later. 
W hen the last appeal for funds 
was issued, however, M acArthur's 
popularity seemed to be on the 
wane, and only $1,286 of the $5,700 
was in the Elks’ kitty. Here is the 
letter sent out by Phil Hamburger, 
chairm an of the M acArthur G ift 
Fund. Houston Lodge No. 151, BOP 
Elks: 
“You doubtless are fam iliar with 
the fact that during General Mac­ 
A rthur's visit to Houston he re­ 
ceived as a gift from the Elks and 
friends a black 7-passenger Cadillac 
sedan. . . 
“The purchase of this car at a 
cost of $5,700 was undertaken by 
members of the Elks and friends, 
and at the present time we have 
only raised $1,286, and since we are 
in need of more funds the purpose 
of this letter is to afford you an 
opportunity to be listed as a con­ 
tributor to the gift fund. 
“The ownership certificate to the 
car will be forwarded to General 
M acArthur along with an appro­ 
priate scroll bearing the names of 
all contributors, and the list of 
names is being closed out when the 
am ount of $5,700 is received.” 


Rye Speculating 


A little 
more inform ation

leaked out regarding the huge spec­ 
ulation in rye, and the sudden re­ 


versal of the Agriculture D epart­ 
m ent’s ban on Canadian rye. An 
offer of a million dollars was d an­ 
gled before Ralph Trigg, formerly 
in charge of all rye purchases, if he 
would buy Canadian rye. Trigg said 
no. 
However, last spring, after Trigg 
got out. his policy was reversed and 
the U. S. Government bought up a 
large 
quantity 
of 
Canadian rye 
mixed with U. S. rye. 
It is now learned th at two sena­ 
tors pressured the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent 
to 
bring 
about 
this 
change—Young of North 
Dakota 
and M cCarthy of Wisconsin, both 
Republicans. M innesota’s two sena­ 
tors — Humphrey, Democrat, and 
Thye, Republican—sat in on one 
m eeting regarding rye. 
However, 
they attended at the urging of Mc­ 
C arthy and did nothing more than 
put in an appearance. 
Senator Young, who comes from 
a big rye-producing state, wanted 
to ban rye imports from Canada 
altogether. Since Canadian rye was 
already mixed with American rye 
in northw est grain elevators, how­ 
ever. Young agreed th at the govern­ 
m ent should buy this Canadian rye 
in order to reduce the surplus. By 
getting rid of the surplus and by 
banning future rye shipm ents from 
Canada, Young hoped to create a 
better m arket for 
American 
rye 
farmers. 
It was McCarthy, however, who 
constantly telephoned and heckled 
the Agriculture D epartm ent to re­ 
verse the ban on buying Canadian 
rye. He not only called on Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Brannan, but 
was continually in the Agriculture 
D epartm ent’s hair until it knuckled 
Inside Washington 


WASHINGTON—Look for Pres­ 
ident Trum an to pick someone out 
of the State D epartm ent or a career 
diplomat to succeed Adm. Alan G. 
Kirk as ambassador to Communist 
Russia. 
\ 
Administration insiders say there 
is little chance that the President 
will select a m an from private life 
to take over the job in Moscow’, 
perhaps the mast im portant diplo­ 
matic post the United States has to 
offer. 
Best bets now' are said to be

Additionally, the Justice D epart­ 
m ent is expected to help clean up 
the mess by asking the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association to 
keep its members out of arenas and 
away from promoters.

teams play in their own field houses 
and stay away from televised sports 
and the lights of the “gay white 
way.” 


IQ TROUBLE—The Defense De­ 
partm ent is seeking some W’ay to 
get rid of its fancy system of divid­ 
ing recruits equally among the ser­ 


vices according to their intelligence 
ratings. The apportionm ent is just 
beginning, but already kinks are 
developing and it Is pretty evident 
th at the system won’t work. 
M ilitary IQ tests divide recruits 
into four “m ental groups,” num ber­ 
ed 1. 2. 3, 4, according to the m an's 
score. A score of 93 per cent rates 
group 1; 65 per cent rates group 2, 
etc. 
The new system says th at each 
service each m onth must get eight 
per cent of its recruits from group 
1; 32 per cent from group 2; 39 per 
cent from group 3, and 21 per cent 
from group 4. 
In the first m onth of the system 
(May), the Air Force found th at 
more than half of its volunteers 
were in group 4—the group supposed 
to furnish only 21 per cent. 
Even though shortages in a high­ 
er group can be filled from a low?er 
group to the extent of five per cent, 
the AF couldn't 
accept 
all 
the 
volunteers. Recruitm ent fell 15 per 
cent below the quota, and the first 
AF use of the draft becamfe almost 
certain. The Navy is having similar 
trouble.

You could have used his great line 
from King John — ’This England 
never did, nor never shall, lie at 
the proud foot of a conqueror.’ ” 
Churchill seemed* to like the sug­ 
gestion, said he wished he had had 
C arter as his ghost writer during 
the war. even indicated th at the 
only people who conceivably might 
ever conquer England were Texans.

Mike Quill 


New York City is faced by the 
threat of a unionized police force 
led by Mike Quill. If Quill succeeds 
in New York, he will set out to es­ 
tablish a national union of the po­ 
lice forces of all cities in the United 
States. Organized by such a person, 
arrogant, blatant, without roots in 
American life and tradition, it would 
mean the destruction cf police as 
servants of the people. They would 
become stooges of Quill’s union; ex­ 
pulsion from the union would mean 
no job and therefore the union 
could and would dominate the police 
force. 


Mike Quill’s public history is no 
good. He came here an adult after 
a revolutionary career in Ireland. 
He went to work in the transit 
system and in 1934 organized, with 
the assistance of a group of public 
Communists, 
a 
union 
of 
transit 
w’orkers. There is evidence before 
the House Committee on UnAmeri- 
can Activities th at Quill himself 
was once a member of the Com­ 
m unist party. Quill insists th at he 
is an anti-Communist. 


It must be admitted that dur­ 
ing Mike Quill’s leadership, the 
wages, conditions of work and 
general benefits of transit work­ 
ers improved greatly. But it was 
accomplished by the most brutal 
flouting of the public weal, by 
strikes and threats of strikes, 
by slowdowns and peril to the 
health and finances of the city.

unionism of the European type. 


The police departm ent of New 
York is no longer “the finest.” 
During the LaGuardia regime, the 
morale of the departm ent broke 
dowm because LaGuardia was play­ 
ing politics with labor and minority 
groups whom he favored at the ex­ 
pense of law enforcement. 
In the O’Dwyer adm inistration of 
the city, graft in connection with 
gambling developed to such unusual 
proportions th at the police depart­ 
m ent had to be investigated and 
numbers of the force retired. Thom ­ 
as F. Murphy, prosecuting attorney 
in the Hiss case, was appointed po­ 
lice commissioner to clean up the 
departm ent. He is now, however, on 
the federal bench. 
His successor, 
George P. M onaghan, is an able 
and alert lawyer.

WASH IN G T O N — Whoever in 
W ashington is guiding the hand of 
General Ridgway in the Korean 
armistice negotiations d e s e r v e s 
credit for the fluctuating maneuvers 
which twice now’ have resulted in a 
UN 
initiative 
in 
actually in ter­ 
rupting the talks. 
W hen the negotiations started, 
the whole world was given the im ­ 
pression by Red propaganda th at 
the UN had sought ihe chance to 
quit fighting. It was widely assumed 
that the UN was so eager to bring 
the hostilities to an end th at almost 
any status quo proposal from the 
Chinese w’ould be accepted. 
But on two occasions now the UN 
has shown itself willing to risk the 
breakdown of 
the parleys on 
a * 
principle. Once the demand was 
made th at armed troops must be 
withdrawn from the town where the 
peace 
conversations 
were 
taking 
place. After a brief delay, the Com­ 
munists 
accepted 
the 
terms de­ 
manded. 
Now the UN has charged th at the 
truce 
term s were being violated 
again by armed troops and once 
more the Communists have, in ef­ 
fect. backed down and promised to 
comply. 


Possible Propaganda Use 


All this leads up to the most im ­ 
portant item under consideration— 
where the armistice line shall be 
drawn. The UN wants it to be the 
present defense line and the Com­ 
munists w ant the UN forces to re­ 
treat to the 38th Parallel. Although 
the existing defense line is not very 
far 
within 
North 
Korea 
and 
amounts to about the same thing 
as a stand at the 38th Parallel, 
nevertheless the use in propaganda 
th at will be made of such a retreat 
is enough to cause the UN negotia­ 
tors to decline to agree to the 
Parallel. 
Actually the UN team is employ­ 
ing two very persuasive arguments. 
One is that to insist on the 38th 
Parallel is to reintroduce “political 
questions” which 
previously have 
been barred from this particular 
negotiation. The other is th at the 
line at the 38th Parallel is itself not 
defensible for either set of belli­ 
gerents. A further point is made 
logically th at the UN air and sea 
power actually control the coast 
lines as well as the air far north of 
the 38th Parallel and hence to agrdfe 
to the present defense line is in 
effect a concession in itself to the 
Reds. 
The climax will come when the 
argument, on the arm istice line is 
finally resolved. The Communists 
will fuss and fume and perhaps de­ 
lay further the conclusion of the 
cease-fire agreement, bub in the end 
they will agree. 
Out of it, therefore, will come at 
least three “victories” for the UN 
from the propaganda standpoint. 
The real victory for the Reds, 
however, will come later—when the 
armistice has been concluded and 
the negotiations for a settlem ent of 
the Korean problem begin. There 
will be no leverage then for either 
side. The Communists may threaten 
a resumption of fighting and the 
UN may imply the same. Realisti­ 
cally speaking, however, neither side 
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will start fighting again when one# 
the cease-fire has taken effect. A 
stalem ate in the negotiations wij 
ensue. 


Can Extend Agreement 


The Communists are saying they 
w’ant a time limit of at least a year 
beyopd which the negotiations shall 
not be carried. There is little reason 
for the UN to object to this, because 
at the end of a year, if a settlem ent 
has not been reached, the armistice 
agreem ent can be extended for an- 
year by m utual consent. 
Meanwhile, it looks as if Korea 
will rem ain divided for a long time 
to come, especially since the UN 
has formally declared th at it will 
not use m ilitary force to secure the 
pacification 
or 
unifying 
of 
all 
Korea. If there is any leverage 
coming which can possibly influ­ 
ence the Communists to withdraw 
from Korea, it hasn't appeared yet, 
though an offer may be expected 
from the Reds to take all Commun­ 
ist troops out whenever the UN gets 
out. Once th at happens, Korea will 
be subject to recurrent attacks or 
infiltration by a North Korean pup­ 
pet faction which will be aided by 
^ihe Russian as well as Chinese 
Communists. 
The Korean problem is far aw'ay 
from a solution, and the status th a t 
existed in 1950 may go on indefi­ 
nitely.

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Polio In 1951 


The incidence of poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) 
in 1951 has been running somewhat below the number 
of cases reported for the corresponding months of 
1950 and we!! below the comparable rate In 1949—the 
year w'hen the num ber of cases reported hit an all- 
time high of 42.173. Tabulation of reports by telegram 
from state health officers to the U. S. Public Health 
Service through August 4 showed that 6,843 cases had 
been reported in the nation thus far in calendar 1951. 
For the com parable period in 1950. 7.298 cases had been 
reported; in 1949. 10.719. 
Reports for the current “disease year” show the 
sam e relationship. The “disease year” for polio begins 
with the seasonal low ,w eek late in March. 
The 
cum ulative total for the current disease year is 5,631, 
as compared with 6.167 for 1950 and 9.806 for 1949. 
The num ber of cases of polio reported annually 
has been m ounting irregularly snee 1915, when only 
1.639 cases were reported. An epidemic in 1916 sent 
the total for th at year to 27.363. The number of cases 
reported annually did not rise above 20,000 again until 
1946, when 25.698 cases were reported. Incidence fell 
to less th a n half th a t figure in 1947, but in 1948, 27.902 
cases were reported; in 1949, 42.173; in 1950, 33,202. 
Reports show some degree of area concentration 
of the disease. Polio in Texas has been concentrated 
in seven counties; in Mississippi in four. In other 
states, such as California. Utah. Colorado, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Kansas, and Michigan, a large proportion of 
cases reported in recent weeks have originated in 
urban areas. 
Today th e greatest incidence of polio in the United 
States occurs in the school-age group, according to 
Dr. Howard A. Howe. senior m em ber of the Polio­ 
myelitis Research Center at Johns Hopkins University. 
Tw enty years ago polio struck more virulently at the 
pre-school group. 
Rates for adults in the United 
S tates are still low. in spite of increased reporting. 
W riting in H arper’s magazine. Dr. Howe points out 
th a t some cases of polio produce no symptoms and 
hence go unreported. “Present figures indicate th a t 
there are probably at least IOO to 1.000 polio infections 
for every paralytic case.” 
Heaviest incidence of polio normally occurs in 
late sum m er and early fall. However, in Louisiana 
polio already appears to have passed its peak for 1951. 
Polio seems to affect more adolescents and young 
adults in rural areas th a n in cities; in urban areas, 
the disease is more likely to affect children. 
A safe vaccine for hum an beings has yet to be 
perfected. Prelim inary hum an tests with polio virus 
are considered reasonably “encouraging,” according to. 
Dr. Howe, but the launching of a poliomyelitis vac­ 
cination project would still have to be “a vast co­ 
operative enterprise.” 


An Inspiring Story 


An 18-year-old boy, Gilbert Provencher, has been 
having a successful one-m an art show in New York 
City, in which most of his paintings have been sold 
at satisfactory prices. Standing alone, th a t would be 
evidence merely of precocity. W hat m akes it truly 
rem arkable is th a t as a boy of 14 he dived into a 
stream in his native New Hampshire, struck his head 
on hard .bottom and was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. 
When the lad was exam ined th ere was a faint 
m ovem ent of the left shoulder and a fain t trace of 
strength in the biceps of his left arm . These were 
carefully developed. Always Gilbert had w anted to be 
a painter. He first tried it with a brush in his teeth, 
but th a t was a failure. He did begin to get results 
with a brush strapped to his left elbow. Most of his 
paintings are of scenes of his New Hampshire country­ 
side. 
For two m onths this young m an has been at the 
Institute of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation in 
New York City, where the exhibit has been held. There 
they are not trying to teach him to paint—he can do 
th a t—b u t to paint better. He has been offered an 
art fellowship, is assured of a studio of his own and a 
Christm as card concern will use some of his work. 
For am putees who lie in pain in veterans’ hos­ 
pitals, skeptical th a t as to themselves the wonderful 
work already accomplished in restoring m en to active 
life will succeed, the story of Gilbert Provencher 
should bring hope and inspiration. 


Fewer Farm Dwellers 


The num ber of persons living on farm s in the 
United States has declined while the population of 
the whole nation has increased. 
Today the farm 
population is about 7% million lower th a n 40 years 
ago while the nation h as. about 60 million more 
inhabitants. 
Today less th a n one in every six persons lives on 
a farm, as against more th an one in every three p er­ 
sons 40 years ago. At the time of the Civil War about 
three in every four Americans lived on farms. 
Although the farm population has declined, rela­ 
tively, over the decades, it has increased in certain 
specific years. In 1920 and 1946. for instance, when 
millions of men were demobilized from the Army. Also 
In the depression years of 1931, 1932, and 1933—m any 
sons and daughters of farm ers went back home to 
Pup for enough food to eat and a roof over their heads 
after they had lost their jobs in th e city. 
The Census Bureau distinguishes between farm 
population and rural population. 
According to the 
Census definition, the rural population is all that 
which doesn’t live in a city or town of at least 2.500 
inhabitants. And with the growth of the automobile 
and the expansion of bus routes, the rural non-farm 
population these days is almost as large as the rural 
farm population. 


Overdue Reprisals 
Suspension bv W ashington of tariff concessions 
to the Soviet Union and all other Communst-dominat- 
ed states is dictated by consideration of self-respect. 
It Is amazing th a t no one in authority in Washington 
thought of this before. 
To have continued to regard these nations as 
friendly and thus entitled to special benefits would 
have been a gross perversion of truth and facts. 
Because trade with the Red countries is already 
sharply limited, and has been ever since lend-lease and 
UNRRA shipm ents to them tapered off, the President’s 
belated action will not have the dam aging effect which 
most Americans would like to see. Nevertheless it Is 
notice to the enemy and to the world in general that 
the United Stat es at last intends to visit such reprisals 
as lie within its power upon governments which are 
guilty of physical attacks upon American citizens—as 
in the Oatis cate in Czechoslovakia. 
Unfortunately, there is no expectation that the 
step taken will caille either Russia or any of her satel­ 
lites to mend their ways.

Iron Loss In Perspiration 


During the last few years chemists 
have see-sawed on the answer to a 
problem dealing with perspiration. 
One group found that in addition 
to salt, w d lost much iron in sweat. 
Other authorities have decided that 
the amount is so negligible it can 
hardly be measured. 
The practical aspects of this sit­ 
uation are obvious but why are 
scientists unable to agree? This 
sounds like a simple experiment but 
it is doubtful whether one person 
in a thousand has any idea how 
difficult it is to measure the per­ 
spiration loss, let alone the percent­ 
age of iron or calcium the fluid con­ 
tains. To begin with. sweat must 
be collected. This is not easy be­ 
cause evaporation takes place; fur­ 
thermore, iron laden dust particles 
in the air might contaminate the 
body surface. 


Recently several nutritionists at 
Cornell university engaged in this 
project. Four college women served 
as subjects, each for four periods of 
approximately one hour. They be­ 
gan by taking a good bath in hot 
soapy water and the hair was wrap­ 
per in cheesecloth to prevent drip­ 
ping of perspiration from the scalp. 
From here they entered the sweat­ 
ing chamber and stood there until 
perspiration appeared on the back 
of the hands. The co-eds were 
rinsed with hot tap water, then 
with hot distilled water, and patted 
dry with a clean towel. Presumably 
this was done to cleanse the sweat 
pores and to remove loose skin cells 
which contain iron and might con­ 
taminate the sweat. The girls walk­ 
ed on a pathway of towels to a scale 
where weight was recorded, then sat 
in an enameled pan that had been 
placed on a chair, and put their 
feet in another pan. They remained 
there for one hour while perspira­ 
tion was collected in the pans. 
At the end of this period the tem­ 
perature and humidity of the room 
were lowered to stop perspiration 
and the subjects were weighed and 
rinsed six to eight times with dis­ 
tilled water. This fluid too. was col­ 
lected. in order to obtain perspira­ 
tion from all parts of the body ex­ 
cept the scalp, and turned over to 
the chemist*. The perspiration and 
the rinse water were filtered and 
frozen 
and 
miscroscopic 
studies 
were done to determine whether the 
solutions contained skin cells, but 
few were present. The 
material 
finally was boiled down to an ash, 
and iron and calcium determina­ 
tions were made from the residue. 


In this experiment a moderate 
loss of calcium and iron occurred. 
The research workers felt that it 
was not enough to become excited 
about. They wrote: “Losses of cal­ 
cium and iron of the magnitude 
found in this study are such as to 
indicate that the intake of the 
average woman engaging in average 
activity under average conditions of 
temperature and humidity must be 
increased a little to cover them.” 
They believed that iron tablets were 
not necessary because the standard 
requirements for iron and calcium, 
as recommended by the National 
Research council, were higher than 
necessary. On the other hand, those 
living in the tropics or in the tem­ 
perate zone during tile warm season 
might need additional iron from 
time t-o time to make up the deficit. 
This is especially true when a per­ 
son is engaged in heavy work or 
perspires more than usual. 


AURA OF EPILEPSY 
S. G. writes: Does an epileptic on 
the verge of an attack realize that 
it is coming, giving him enough 
time to run into the next room? 


REPLY 
Yes, there is a warning but there 
is hardly enough time to 
un into 
the next room. Most victims are 
satisfied if they can ease themselves 
into a chair or on to the floor to 
decrease the danger of injury when 
unconsciousness occurs. This pre­ 
monition is referred to as the aura 
and frequently manifests itself in 
the form of seeing lights, hearing 
strange noises, and smelling pecu­ 
liar odors 


EYELID IRRITATION 
T. W. writes: What causes tiny, 
pimple like swellings on the eye­ 
lids? They rub against the eyeball 
and cause pain. 


REPLY 
You probably refer to tiny con­ 
cretions that plug the openings of 
the glands in the eyelids 
They 
cause the same type of irritation on 
the eyeball as a speck of dust or a 
cinder. Sometimes it is necessary to 
consult an eye physician when they 
refuse to budge and continue to 
irritate. 


HEART ATTACKS 
E. M. S. writes: Can a person 
with a good heart have a heart at­ 
tack or is it' only people with bad 
hearts that are afflicted? 


REPLY 
Most individuals who have en­ 
countered a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis) have hardening of the 
coronary arteries. They may not 
realize it and think that the pump­ 
ing apparatus is normal. Further­ 
more. tests may not demonstrate 
the true condition of the coronary 
arteries. For this reason, the victim 
of a heart attack may be surprised 
because he was unaware of what 
was going on behind the scenes.

Elks Lack Money For MacArthur's Cadillac; Official Offered Million Dollars 


To Buy Canadian Rye; Texan Reminds Churchill Of Shakespeare Quote 


WASHINGTON—That shiny new 
Cadillac presented by the Elks Club 
of Houston to General MacArthur 
when he visited Texas still isn t 
paid for. The car cost $5,700 and 
the Elks, in their enthusiasm, fig­ 
ured th e . money would be easy to 
raise 
So they presented the car 
to MacArthur and figured on paying 
for it later. 
When the last appeal for funds 
was issued, however, MacArthur's 
popularity seemed to be on the 
wane. and only $1,286 of the $5,700 
was in the Elks’ kitty. Here is the 
letter sent out by Phil Hamburger, 
chairman of the MacArthur Gift 
Fund, Houston Lodge No. 151, BOP 
Elks: 
“You doubtless are familiar with 
the fact that during General Mac­ 
Arthur s visit to Houston he re­ 
ceived as a gift from the Elks and 
friends a black 7-passenger Cadillac 
sedan. . . 
“The purchase of this car at a 
cost of $5,700 was undertaken by 
members of the Elks and friends, 
and at the present time we have 
only raised $1,286. and since we are 
in need of more funds the purpose 
of this letter is to afford you an 
opportunity to be listed as a con­ 
tributor to the gift fund. 
“The ownership certificate to the 
car w ill be forwarded to General 
MacArthur along with an appro­ 
priate scroll bearing the names of 
all contributors, and the list of 
names is being closed out when the 
amount of $5,700 is received.” 


Rye Speculating 


A little more information has 
leaked out regarding the huge spec­ 
ulation in rye, and the sudden re­ 


versal of the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s ban on Canadian rye. An 
offer of a million dollars was dan­ 
gled before Ralph Trigg, formerly 
in charge of all rye purchases, if he 
would buy Canadian rye. Trigg said 
no. 
However, last spring, after Trigg 
got out, his policy was reversed and 
the U. S. Government bought up a 
large

of 
Canadian rye 
mixed with U. S. rye. 
It is now learned that two sena­ 
tors pressured the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent 
to 
bring 
about 
this 
change—Young of North Dakota 
and McCarthy of Wisconsin, both 
Republicans. Minnesota’s two sena­ 
tors — Humphrey, Democrat, and 
Thye, Republican—sat in on one 
meeting regarding rye. 
However, 
they attended at the urging of Mc­ 
Carthy and did nothing more than 
put in an appearance. 
Senator Young, who comes from 
a big rye-producing state, wanted 
to ban rye imports from Canada 
altogether. Since Canadian rye was 
already mixed with American rye 
in northwest grain elevators, how­ 
ever. Young agreed that the govern­ 
ment should buy this Canadian rye 
in order to reduce the surplus. By 
getting rid of the surplus and by 
banning future rye shipments from 
Canada. Young hoped to create a 
better market for 
American 
rye 
farmers. 
It was McCarthy, however, who 
constantly telephoned and heckled 
the Agriculture Department to re­ 
verse the ban on buying Canadian 
rye. He not only called on Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Brannan, but 
was continually in the Agriculture 
Department’s hair until it knuckled

The apportionment is just 
beginning, but already kinks are 
developing and it is pretty evident 
that the system won’t work. 
Military IQ tests divide recruits 
into four “mental groups.” number­ 
ed I, 2. 3. 4, according to the man s 
score. A score of 93 per cent rates 
group I; 65 per cent rates group 2, 
etc. 
The new system says that each 
service each month must get eight 
per cent of its recruits from group 
I; 32 per cent from group 2; 39 per 
cent from group 3, and 21 per cent 
from group 4. 
In the first month of the system 
(May), the Air Force found that 
more than half of its volunteers 
were in group 4—the group supposed 
to furnish only 21 per cent. 
Even though shortages in a high­ 
er group can be filled from a lower 
group to the extent of five per cent,

many famous speeches 
was 
the 
greatest. Most agreed that it was 
the “blood, sweat and tears: fight 
’em on the beaches” epic. However, 
the gentleman from Texas inter­ 
posed this idea. 
“Winston.” said Mr. Carter, “you 
made the greatest mistake of your 
life in that memorable speech. You 
quoted from many great authorities, 
including the beloved Kipling. But 
you missed by a hair’s breadth the 
opportunity 
to 
have 
made 
the 
greatest speech in all English his­ 
tory and literature.” 
“Why?” asked the puzzled Chur­ 
chill. 
“Because you could have quoted 
from 
the immortal 
Shakespeare. 
You could have used his great line 
from King John — ‘This England 
never did, nor never shall, lie at 
the proud foot of a conqueror.’ ” 
Churchill seemed* to like the sug­ 
gestion. said he wished he had had 
Carter as his ghost writer during 
the war. even indicated that the 
only people who conceivably might 
ever conquer England were Texans. 


Mike Quill 


New York City is faced by the 
threat of a unionized police force 
led by Mike Quill. If Quill succeeds 
in New’ York, he will set out to es­ 
tablish a national union of the po­ 
lice forces of all cities in the United 
States. Organized by such a person, 
arrogant, blatant, without roots in 
American life and tradition, it would 
mean the destruction cf police as 
servants of the people. They would 
become stooges of Quill’s union; ex­ 
pulsion from the union would mean 
no job and therefore the union 
could and would dominate the police 
force. 


Mike Quill’s public history is no 
good. He came here an adult after 
a revolutionary career in Ireland. 
He went to work in the transit 
system and in 1934 organized, with 
the assistance of a group of public 
Communists, a 
union of transit 
workers. There is evidence before 
the House Committee on UnAmeri- 
can Activities that Quill himself 
was once a member of the Com­ 
munist party. Quill insists that he 
is an anti-Communist. 


It must be admitted that dur­ 
ing Mike Quill** leadership, the 
wages, conditions of work and 
general benefits of transit work­ 
ers improved greatly. Bot it was 
accomplished by the most brutal 
flouting of the public weal, by 
strikes and threats of strikes, 
by slowdowns and peril to the 
health and finances of the city. 
tit 
was 
revolutionary 
trade 
unionism of the European type. 


The police department of New 
York is no longer “the finest.” 
During the LaGuardia regime, the 
morale of the department broke 
down because LaGuardia was play­ 
ing politics with labor and minority 
groups whom he favored at the ex­ 
pense of law enforcement. 
In the O’Dw^er administration of 
the city, graft in connection with 
gambling developed to such unusual 
proportions that the police depart­ 
ment had to be investigated and 
numbers of the force retired. Thom­ 
as F. Murphy, prosecuting attorney 
in the Hiss case, was appointed po­ 
lice commissioner to clean up the 
department. He is now, however, on 
the federal bench. 
His successor, 
George P. Monaghan, is an able 
and alert lawyer.

It is, however, difficult 
to forget that he denied Commun­ 
ist complicity as vociferously as he 
does today when he was clearly 
associated with the Communists. 
•It is not possible to know what is 
in one's heart and mind. Quill could 
prove his anti-communism by not 
aiding them to create further dis­ 
turbances in any part of the United 
States. 
Then there would be no 
doubt as to his attitude. 


As it is, he has become a 
threat to the largest city in our 
country. He is threatening it 
with dual control of its police 
force. He is threatening it with 
the danger of disorder in the 
event of a strike, let us say, on 
its long and important water­ 
front where Communists, gang­ 
sters and dope peddlers are ac­ 
tive in various subversive and 
even revolutionary efforts. 


This no time to condone or toler­ 
ate such perils for any reason w hat­ 
soever. Nor is it a problem limited 
to New York. If Quill is recognized 
as heading a police union, hundreds 
of Quills will arise over the country 
and they will combine into a power­ 
ful, dues-collecting, disciplined na­ 
tional organization. Running a po­ 
lice union could be the country’! 
best racket, particularly if the union 
wins the usual clausg of no dismis­ 
sal without a trial before union offi­ 
cials. The no dismissal clause is 
making for decreased efficiency in 
many industries; it can wTeck a po­ 
lice department altogether.

It w’as widely assumed 
that the UN was so eager to bring 
the hostilities to an end that almost 
any status quo proposal from the 
Chinese would be accepted. 
But on two occasions now the UN 
has shown itself willing to risk the 
breakdown of the parleys on a * 
principle. Once the demand was 
made that armed troops must be 
withdrawn from the town where the 
peace 
conversations 
were 
taking 
place. After a brief delay, the Com­ 
munists accepted the terms de­ 
manded. 
Now’ the UN has charged that the 
truce 
terms were being violated 
again by armed troops and once 
more the Communists have, in ef­ 
fect. backed doym and promised to 
comply. 


Possible Propaganda Use 


All this leads up to the most im­ 
portant item under consideration— 
w’here the armistice line shall be 
drawn. The UN wants it to be the 
present defense line and the Com­ 
munists want the UN forces to re­ 
treat to the 38th Parallel. Although 
the existing defense line is not very 
far 
within 
North 
Korea 
and 
amounts to about the same thing 
as a stand at the 38th Parallel, 
nevertheless the use in propaganda 
that will be made of such a retreat 
is enough to cause the UN negotia­ 
tors to decline to agree to the 
Parallel. 
Actually the UN team is employ­ 
ing two very persuasive arguments. 
One is that to insist on the 38th 
Parallel is to reintroduce “political 
qfiestions” which previously have 
been barred from this particular 
negotiation. The other is that the 
line at the 38th Parallel is itself not 
defensible for either set of belli­ 
gerents. A further point is made 
logically that the UN air and sea 
power actually control the coast 
lines as well as the air far north of 
the 38th Parallel and hence to agrft 
to the present defense line is in 
effect a concession in itself to the 
Reds. 
The climax will come when the 
argument on the armistice line is 
finally resolved. The Communists 
will fuss and fume and perhaps de­ 
lay further the conclusion of the 
cease-fire agreement, but> in the end 
they will agree. 
Out of it. therefore, will come at 
least three “victories” for the UN 
from the propaganda standpoint. 
The real victory for the Reds, 
however, will come later—when the 
armistice has been concluded and 
the negotiations for a settlement of 
the Korean problem begin. There 
will be no leverage then for either 
side. The Communists may threaten 
a resumption of fighting and the 
UN may imply the same. Realisti­ 
cally speaking, however, neither side 


ensue. 


Can Extend Agreement 


The Communists are saying they 
want a time limit of at least a year 
beyopd which the negotiations shall 
not be carried. There is little reason 
for the UN to object to this, because 
at the end of a year, if a settlement 
has not been reached, the armistice 
agreement can be extended for an- 
year by mutual consent. 
Meanwhile, it looks as if Korea 
will remain divided for a long time 
to comd, especially since the UN 
has formally declared that it will 
not use military force to secure the 
pacification 
or 
unifying 
of 
all 
< Korea. If there is any leverage 
coming which can possibly influ­ 
ence the Communists to withdraw 
from Korea, it hasn’t appeared yet, 
though an offer may be expected 
from the Reds to take all Commun­ 
ist troops out whenever the UN gets 
out. Once that happens, Korea will 
be subject to recurrent attacks or 
infiltration by a North Korean pup­ 
pet faction which will be aided by 
.J he Russian as well as Chinese 
Communists. 
The Korean problem is far away 
from a solution, and the status th at 
existed in 1950 may go on indefi­ 
nitely.

Briggs said th e 67-year-old Evans 
ended his duties w ith the club “as 
of this date.” 
Evans’ co n tract was scheduled to 
run through Oct. 1. but it uvas a n ­ 
nounced on July 28 th a t he would 
be succeeded a t the end of th e sea­ 
son by G ehringer. 
G ehringer. 39 years old, said th a t 
the new move was “to let m e get a 
b etter look at the ball club, and also 
to do anything I think necessary 
now.” 
“I don’t plan to do anything m uch 
this year.” he added, “although I 
probably will bring up a few boys.” 
T he move was interpreted as in ­ 
dicative of owner Briggs’ continued 
dissatisfaction w ith the 1951 club, 
now in th e fifth place in th e A m er­ 
ican League standings.

A surprise announcement from 
Tiger owner Walter O. Briggs said 
that Gehringer, an all-time Detroit 
great, would assume his duties “im­ 
mediately.” replacing Billy Evans.

Gehringer, 39 years old, said that 
the new’ move was “to let me get a 
better look at the ball club, and also 
to do anything I think necessary 
now’.”

The move was interpreted as in­ 
dicative of ow’ner Briegs’ continued 
dissatisfaction with the 1951 club, 
now in the fifth place in the Amer­ 
ican League standings. It has won 
49 and lost 55 games. 
Evans has been severely criticized 
in some quarters because few trades 
were made to strengthen the team. 
It finished second in last year’s 
nennant race, but now has some of 
the oldest players in the majors. 
As general manager. Fvans’ salary 
w’as reported as $52 000 a year. The 
salary of Gehringer, his renlace- 
ment. has not been announced. 
Gehringer Dlayed with the Tieers 
for 19 seasons, ending in 1942. Most 
of the time, he w?as at second base 
and his virtually flawless fielding 
earned him the title of “baseball’s 
mechanical man.” 
In 1937. he was selected the Amer­ 
ican League’s most valuable player, 
and in 1947 he w’as nam^d to Base­ 
ball’s Hall of F a m e . 
His lifetime 
baiting average is .321. 
Since retiring from active play. 
he has been a na rf per in the firm 
of Gehringer and Forsyth, m anu­ 
facturers* agents. He expects to 
continue his interest in the firm.

Western Maryland 
Operating Costs Up 


The cost of operating the W est­ 
ern M aryland Railway caused a re­ 
duction in the profit last m onth al­ 
though revenues increased. 
Gross operating revenues of the 
railway for July were estim ated 'at 
$3,499,000, an increase of $219,000 or 
7 per cent over the same m onth 
last year. 
But operating expenses for last 
m onth increased more th an gross 
reyenues, so net income for July 
dipped to an estim ated $246,000 
from $346,267 a year earlier. 
Revenues from coal traffic, fig­ 
ured a t $1,030,000 for last month, 
dipped 16 per cent compared with 
last year, but this drop was more 
than offset by a rise of 20 per cent 
in other freight revenues which 
were estim ated at $2,294,000. Ore 
business was exceptionally heavy 
during the past month. 
For the first seven m onths of 
1951, net income was tentatively 
figured at $3,137,000, after taxes and 
charges. This was equal to $17.68 a 
share on the 177.420 shares of 7 
per cent cumulative first preferred 
stock, in arrears as to dividends. 
For the seventh m onths of last 
year net income was $2,623,712 or 
$14.79 a share on the first preferred, 
stock. 
Gross operating revenues for the 
period from January 1 to July 31 
was estim ated at $27,652,000. up 25 
per cent compared with $22,079,000 
a year earlier. Coal freight revenues 
at $9,566,000 were up 11 per cent, 
and other freight receipts at $16,- 
769.000 increased 34 per cent com­ 
pared with last year.

If you think he 
is lying when he claims to be in 
pain, there may be times when 
you will have to say so, but pain 
that is actually felt is real to the 
sufferer, whether there is any rea­ 
son for it that can be discovered 
or not. For whatever its physical 
basis, pain is ir the mind, not in 
the body, and is therefore a psy­ 
chological fact which should be 
treated as such.

Schurg Dies; 
Wife May Face 
Murder Charge 


Bullet Wound Is 
Fatal To Welder 


George A. Schurg, 27, died last 
night in Frostburg, the victim of a 
shooting Monday at his Hoffman 
home. Authorities said his 22-year- 
old wife, Shirley, probably would 
face a murder charge. 
Dr. H. V. Deming, deputy county 
medical examiner, said Schurg died 
at 7:20 pm . in Miners Hospital, 
Frostburg. An autopsy was planned 
to determine the exact cause of 
death. 
Schurg was admitted to the hos­ 
pital at 1:30 a.m. Monday after 
being shot through the right side 
of the chest with a .22 caliber rifle. 
Doctors gave him little chance of 
recovery. They said the bullet had 
passed through a lung and had 
caused severe internal hemorrhage. 
Mrs. Schurg has been in custody 
since the shooting, which police said 
occurred about 1:15 a.m. Monday 
in the living room of the Schurg 
home. 
Was Hit In Chest 
Trooper First Class William F. 
Baker, State Police criminal investi­ 
gator, said Schurg had just returned 
home and that his wife apparently 
was angry because he had been out 
late. 
Baker said Mrs. Schurg fired one 
shot from Schurg’s .22 caliber pump 
gun. The bullet struck Schurg in 
the chest. 
Schurg took the weapon, dis­ 
charged a remaining bullet into the 
floor to empty the gun. then climbed 
into his car and drove to the 
hospital. * 
His wife was arrested shortly 
afterward at the hospital where she 
had followed Schurg. She saw him 
briefly before being taken to jail. 
Will Be Charged 
Last night, the State’s Attorney’s 
Office said a murder charge would 
“in all probability” be filed against 
her. 
Schurg, a welder at the Big

plant in Zihlman, was a son of

H a r o l d Buchman, attorney for 
George A. Meyers and Maurice L. 
Braverman, contended the amount 
of bail was equivalent to "throwing 
them in jail and throwing away 
the key.” 
Meyers is chairman of the Mary­ 
land B r a n c h of the Communist 
Party. The FBI says Braverman has 
been the official attorney for the 
branch. 
Joseph Forer, Washington attor­ 
ney representing Roy Wood, argued 
that the $75,000 bail was, in effect, 
no bail and therefore violated his 
client’s rights u n d e r the Eighth 
Constitutional Amendment. 
None of the defendants appeared 
in court today, but at the sugges­ 
tion of the Judge, U. S. District 
Attorney Bernard J. Flynn agreed 
to produce them at the next hear­ 
ing at 12 p. m. (EDT) Tuesday. 
Flynn argued that, in view of the 
recent bail-jumping by four of 11 
top-level Communists, the figure set 
here is necessary to assure the pres­ 
ence of the defendants at their trial. 
Defense Counsel estimated that 
$5,000 would be more reasonable for 
Meyers and Woods, but Braverman 
should be released on his recogniz­ 
ance because he is a lawyer. 
Judge Chestnut said he felt neith­ 
er the $75,000 nor the figures ad­ 
vanced by the defense seemed to be 
reasonable. Next week he’ll use the 
"artillery practice to get closer to 
the target,” he added. 
"We should bear in mind, how­ 
ever,” he said, "that the Eighth 
Amendment was written in 1791, 
x x x that the value of money has 
changed since then, and x x x that 
facilities of travel have greatly im­ 
proved since then.”

Meyers is chairman of the Mary­ 
land B r a n c h of the Communist 
Party. The FBI says Braverman has 
been the official attorney for the 
branch. 
Joseph Forer, Washington attor­ 
ney representing Roy Wood, argued 
that the $75,000 bail was, in effect, 
no bail and therefore violated his 
client’s rights u n d e r the Eighth 
Constitutional Amendment. 
None of the defendants appeared 
in court today, but at the sugges­ 
tion of the Judge, U. S. District 
Attorney Bernard J. Flynn agreed 
to produce them at the next hear­ 
ing at 12 p. rn. (EDT) Tuesday. 
Flynn argued that, in view of the 
recent bail-jumping by four of ll 
top-level Communists, the figure set 
here is necessary to assure the pres­ 
ence of the defendants at their trial. 
Defense • Counsel estimated that 
$5,000 would be more reasonable for 
Meyers and Woods, but Braverman 
should be released on his recogniz­ 
ance because he is a lawyer.

Tabulation of reports by telegram 
from state health officers to the U. S. Public H ealth 
Service through August 4 showed th a t 6,843 cases had 
been reported in the nation thus far in calendar 1951. 
For the com parable period in 1950, 7.298 cases had been 
reported; in 1949. 10,719, 
Reports for the current “disease year” show the 
sam e relationship. The “disease year” for polio begins 
w ith the seasonal low .w eek late in M arch. 
The 
cum ulative total for the current disease year is 5.631, 
as com pared with 6.167 for 1950 and 9.806 for 1949. 
The num ber of cases of polio reported annually 
has been m ounting irregularly snce 1915, when only 
1.639 cases were reported. An epidemic in 1916 sent 
the total for th a t year to 27,363. The num ber of cases 
reported annually did not rise above 20,000 again until 
1046, when 25,698 cases were reported. Incidence fell 
to less th an half th a t figure in 1947, but in 1948, 27.902 
cases were reported; in 1949, 42,173; in 1950, 33,202. 
Reports show some degree of area concentration 
of the disease. Polio in Texas has been concentrated 
in seven counties; in Mississippi in four. In other 
states, such as California, U tah, Colorado, W isconsin, 
Illinois, K ansas, and M ichigan, a large proportion of 
cases reported in recent weeks have originated in 
urban areas. 
Today th e greatest incidence of polio in the United 
S tates occurs in the school-age group, according to 
Dr. Howard A. Howe, senior m em ber of the Polio­ 
myelitis Research C enter at Johns Hopkins University. 
Tw enty years ago polio struck more virulently a t the 
pre-school group. 
R ates for adults in th e United 
S tates are still low, in spite of increased reporting. 
W riting in H arper’s magazine. Dr. Howe points out 
th a t some cases of polio produce no sym ptom s and 
hence go unreported. “Present figures indicate th a t 
there are probably at least IOO to 1.000 polio infections 
for every paralytic case.” 
Heaviest incidence of polio norm ally occurs in 
late sum m er and early fall. However, in Louisiana 
polio already appears to have passed its peak for 1951. 
Polio seems to affect more adolescents and young 
adults in rural areas th a n in cities; in urban areas, 
the disease is m ore likely to affect children. 
A safe vaccine for hum an beings has yet to be 
perfected. Prelim inary hum an tests w ith polio virus 
are considered reasonably “encouraging,” according to* 
Dr. Howe, but the launching of a poliomyelitis vac­ 
cination project would still have to be “a vast co­ 
operative enterprise.” 


An Inspiring Story 


An 18-year-old boy, Gilbert Provencher. has been 
having a successful one-m an a rt show in New York 
City, in which m ost of his paintings have been sold 
at satisfactory prices. Standing alone, th a t would be 
evidence m erely of precocity. W hat m akes it truly 
rem arkable is th a t as a boy of 14 he dived into a 
stream in his native New H am pshire, struck his head 
on hard bottom and was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. 
W hen the lad was exam ined th ere was a fain t 
m ovem ent of the left shoulder and a fain t trace of 
strength in the biceps of his left arm . These were 
carefully developed. Always G ilbert had w anted to be 
a painter. He first tried it w ith a brush in his teeth, 
but th a t was a failure. He did begin to get results 
with a brush strapped to his left elbow. Most of his 
paintings are of scenes of his New H am pshire country­ 
side. 
For two m onths this young m an has been a t the 
Institu te of Physical Medicine and R ehabilitation in 
New York City, where the exhibit has been held. There 
they are not trying to teach him to paint—he can do 
th a t—but to paint better. He has been offered an 
a rt fellowship. Is assured of a studio of his own and a 
Christm as card concern will use some of his work. 
For am putees who lie in pain in veterans’ hos­ 
pitals, skeptical th a t as to them selves the wonderful 
work already accomplished in restoring m en to active 
life will succeed, the story of Gilbert Provencher 
should bring hope and inspiration. 


Fewer Farm Dwellers 
The num ber of persons living on farm s in the 
U nited S tates has declined while the population of 
the whole nation has increased. 
Today the farm 
population is about 7 ^ million lower th an 40 years 
ago while the nation h a s. about 60 million more 
inhabitants. 
Today less th a n one in every six persons lives on 
a farm , as against more th an one in every three p er­ 
sons 40 years ago. At the tim e of the Civil W ar about 
three in every four Americans lived on farm s. 
Although the farm population has declined, rela­ 
tively, over the decades, it has increased in certain 
specific years. In 1920 and 1946. for instance, when 
millions of men were demobilized from the Army. Also 
in tile depression years of 1931. 1932, and 1933—m any 
sons and daughters of farm ers went back home to 
Pop for enough food to eat and a roof over their heads 
after they had lost their jobs in th e city. 
The Census Bureau distinguishes between farm 
population and rural population. 
According to the 
Census definition, the rural population is all th a t 
which doesn't live in a city or town of at least 2.500 
inhabitants. And with the growth of the automobile 
and the expansion of bus routes, the rural non-farm 
population these days is almost as large as the rural 
farm population. 


Overdue Reprisals 
Suspension by W ashington of tariff concessions 
to the Soviet Union and all other C om m unst-dom inat- 
ed states is dictated by consideration of self-respect. 
It is am azing th a t no one in authority in W ashington 
thought of th is before. 
To have continued to regard these nations as 
friendly and thus entitled to special benefits would 
have been a grass perversion of tru th and facts. 
Because trade with the Red countries is already 
sharply lim ited, and has been ever since lend-lease and 
UNRRA shipm ents to them tapered off, the President’s 
belated action will not have the dam aging effect which 
most Americans would like to see. Nevertheless it is 
notice to the enemy and to the world in general th a t 
the United States at last intends to visit such reprisals 
as lie w ithin its power upon governm ents which are 
guilty of physical attacks upon American citizens—as 
in the Oatis case in Czechoslovakia. 
U nfortunately, there is no expectation th a t the 
step taken will cause either Russia or any of her satel­ 
lites to m end their ways.

Iron Loss In Perspiration 


During the last few years chemists 
have see-sawed on the answer to a 
problem dealing with perspiration. 
One group found that in addition 
to salt, we lost much iron in sweat. 
Other authorities have decided that 
the amount is so negligible it can 
hardly be measured. 
The practical aspects of this sit­ 
uation are obvious but why are 
scientists unable to agree? This 
sounds like a simple experiment but 
it is doubtful whether one person 
in a thousand has any idea how 
difficult it is to measure the per­ 
spiration loss, let alone the percent­ 
age of iron or calcium the fluid con­ 
tains. To begin with, sweat must 
be collected. This is not easy be­ 
cause evaporation takes place; fur­ 
thermore, iron laden dust particles 
in the air might contaminate the 
body surface. 


Recently several nutritionists at 
Cornell university engaged in this 
project. Four college women served 
as subjects, each for four periods of 
approximately one hour. They be­ 
gan by taking a good bath in hot 
soapy water and the hair was whap­ 
per in cheesecloth to prevent drip­ 
ping of perspiration from the scalp. 
From here they entered the sweat­ 
ing chamber and stood there until 
perspiration appeared on the back 
of the hands. The co-eds were 
rinsed with hot tap water, then 
with hot distilled water, and patted 
dry with a clean towel. Presumably 
this was done to cleanse the sweat 
pores and to remove loose skin cells 
which contain iron and might con­ 
taminate the sweat. The girls walk­ 
ed on a pathway of towels to a scale 
where weight was recorded, then sat 
in an enameled pan that had been 
placed on a chair, and put their 
feet in another pan. They remained 
there for one hour while perspira­ 
tion was collected in the pans. 
At the end of this period the tem­ 
perature and humidity of the room 
were lowered to stop perspiration 
and the subjects were weighed and 
rinsed six to eight times with dis­ 
tilled water. This fluid too, was col­ 
lected, in order to obtain perspira­ 
tion from all parts of the body ex­ 
cept the scalp, and turned over to 
the chemists. The perspiration and 
the rinse water were filtered and 
frozen 
and 
miscroscopic 
studies 
were done to determine whether the 
solutions contained skin cells, but 
few were present. The material 
finally was boiled down to an ash, 
and iron and calcium determina­ 
tions were made from the residue. 


In this experiment a moderate 
loss of calcium and iron occurred. 
The research workers felt that it 
was not enough to become excited 
about. They wrote: “Losses of cal­ 
cium and iron of the magnitude 
found in this study are such as to 
indicate that the intake of the 
average woman engaging in average 
activity under average conditions of 
temperature and humidity must be 
increased a little to cover them.” 
They believed that iron tablets were 
not necessary because the standard 
requirements for iron and calcium, 
as recommended by the National 
Research council, were higher than 
necessary. On the other hand, those 
living in the tropics or in the tem­ 
perate zone during Ute warm season 
might need additional iron from 
time to time to make up the deficit. 
This is especially true when a per­ 
son is engaged in heavy work or 
perspires more than usual. 


AURA OF EPILEPSY 
S. G. writes: Does an epileptic on 
the verge of an attack realize that 
it is coming, giving him enough 
time to run into the next room? 


REPLY 
Yes, there is a warning but there 
is hardly enough time to run into 
the next room. Most victims are 
satisfied if they can ease themselves 
into a chair or on to the floor to 
decrease the danger of injury when 
unconsciousness occurs. This pre­ 
monition is referred to as the aura 
and frequently manifests itself in 
the form of seeing lights, hearing 
strange noises, and smelling pecu­ 
liar odors 


EYELID IRRITATION 
T. W. writes: What causes tiny, 
pimple like swellings on the eye­ 
lids? They rub against the eyeball 
and cause pain. 


REPLY 
You probably refer to tiny con­ 
cretions that plug the openings of 
the glands in the eyelids. They 
cause the same type of irritation on 
the eyeball as a speck of dust or a 
cinder. Sometimes it is necessary to 
consult an eye physician when they 
refuse to budge and continue to 
irritate. 


HEART ATTACKS 
E, M. S. writes: Can a person " 
with a good heart have a heart at­ 
tack or is it* only people with bad 
hearts that are afflicted? 


REPLY 
Most individuals who have en­ 
countered a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis) have hardening of the 
coronary arteries. They may not 
realize it and think that the pump­ 
ing apparatus is normal. Further­ 
more, tests may not demonstrate 
the true condition of the coronary 
arteries. For this reason, the victim 
of a heart attack may be surprised 
because he was unaware of what 
was going on behind the scenes.

Elks Lack Money For MacArthur^ Cadillac; Official Offered Million Dollars 


To Buy Canadian Rye; Texan Reminds Churchill Of Shakespeare Quote 


WASHINGTON—That shiny new 
Cadillac presented by the Elks Club 
of Houston to General MacArthur 
when he visited Texas still isn’t 
paid for. The car cost $5,700 and 
the Elks, in their enthusiasm, fig­ 
ured th e . money would be easy to 
raise. So they presented the car 
to MacArthur and figured on paying 
for it later. 
When the last appeal for funds 
was issued, Jiow?ever, MacArthur^ 
popularity seemed to be on the 
wane. and only $1,286 of the $5,700 
was in the Elks’ kitty. Here is the 
letter sent out by Phil Hamburger, 
chairman of the MacArthur Gift 
Fund, Houston Lodge No. 151, BOP 
Elks: 
“You doubtless are familiar with 
the fact that during General Mac­ 
Arthur^ visit to Houston he re­ 
ceived as a gift from the Elks and 
friends a black 7-passenger Cadillac 
sedan. . . 
"The purchase of this car at a 
cost of $5,700 wTas undertaken by 
members of the Elks and friends, 
and at the present time we have 
only raised $1,286, and since we are 
in need of more funds the purpose 
of this letter is to afford you an 
opportunity to be listed as a con­ 
tributor to the gift fund. 
“The ownership certificate to the 
car will be forwarded to General 
MacArthur along with an appro­ 
priate scroll bearing the names of 
all contributors, and the list of 
names is being closed out when the 
amount of $5,700 is received.” 
Rye Speculating 


A little more information has 
leaked out regarding the huge spec­ 
ulation in rye, and the sudden re­ 


versal of the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s ban on Canadian rye. An 
offer of a million dollars was dan­ 
gled before Ralph Trigg, formerly 
in charge of all rye purchases, if he 
would buy Canadian rye. Trigg said 
no. 
However, last spring, after Trigg 
got out, his policy was reversed and 
the U. S. Government bought up a 
large 
quantity 
of 
Canadian rye 
mixed with U. S. rye. 
It is now learned that two sena­ 
tors pressured the Agriculture De­ 
partment 
to 
bring 
about 
this 
change—Young of North Dakota 
and McCarthy of Wisconsin, both 
Republicans. Minnesota’s two sena­ 
tors — Humphrey, Democrat, and 
Thye, Republican—sat in on one 
meeting regarding rye. 
However, 
they attended at the urging of Mc­ 
Carthy and did nothing more than 
put in an appearaiice. 
Senator Young, who comes from 
a big rye-producing state, wanted 
to ban rye imports from Canada 
altogether. Since Canadian rye was 
already mixed with American rye 
in northwest grain elevators, how­ 
ever. Young agreed that the govern­ 
ment should buy this Canadian rye 
in order to reduce the surplus. By 
getting rid of the surplus and by 
banning future rye shipments from 
Canada, Young hoped to create a 
better market for 
American 
rye 
farmers. 
It was McCarthy, however, who 
constantly telephoned and heckled 
the Agriculture Department to re­ 
verse the ban on buying Canadian 
rye. He not only called on Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Brannan, but 
was continually in the Agriculture 
Department’s hair until it knuckled 
Inside Washington 


WASHINGTON—Look for Pres­ 
ident Truman to pick someone out 
of the State Department or a career 
diplomat to succeed Adm. Alan G. 
Kirk as ambassador to Communist 
Russia. 
\ 
Administration insiders say there 
is little chance that the President 
will select a man from private life 
to take over the job in Moscow, 
perhaps the mast important diplo­ 
matic post the United States has to 
offer. 
Best bets now are said to be 
Charles (Chip) Bohlen, State de­ 
partment Russian expert who is now 
minister to France, and George 
Kennan, another Russian expert 
now on leave from the department. 
The President has plenty of time 
to decide on the new ambassador. 
Kirk won’t retire until autumn and 
that gives Washington at least two 
months in which to choose his 
successor. 


Legislation Possible 


FIXES—The latest outbreak of 
exposes on basketball game fixing 
by Illinois and Ohio teams may 
soon prompt some of our national 
legislators to enact a federal law* to 
correct the situation. 
Such a measure would punish 
those who attempt to fix amateur or 
professional 
sports 
events, 
bribe 
athletes, and punish the athletes 
who succumb to bribe offers. 
Additionally, the Justice Depart­ 
ment is expected to help clean up 
the mess by asking the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association to 
keep its members out of arenas and 
away from promoters. 
The 
department 
believes 
the 
NCAA should make its member 
teams play in their own field houses 
and stay away from televised sports 
and the lights of the “gay white 
way.” 


IQ TROUBLE—The Defense De­ 
partment is seeking some way to 
get rid of its fancy system of divid­ 
ing recruits equally among the ser­ 


vices according to their intelligence 
ratings. The apportionment is just 
beginning, but already kinks are 
developing and it is pretty evident 
that the system won’t work. 
Military IQ tests divide recruits 
into four “mental groups,” number­ 
ed I, 2, 3, 4, according to the man s 
score. A score of 93 per cent rates 
group I; 65 per cent rates group 2, 
etc. 
The new system says that each 
service each month must get eight 
per cent of its recruits from group 
I; 32 per cent from group 2; 39 per 
cent from group 3, and 21 per cent 
from group 4. 
In the first month of the system 
(May), the Air Force found that 
more than half of its volunteers 
were in group 4—the group supposed 
to furnish only 21 per cent. 
Even though shortages in a high­ 
er group can be filled from a lower 
group to the extent of five per cent, 
the AF couldn't accept all 
the 
volunteers. Recruitment fell lo per 
cent below the quota, and the first 
AF use of the draft bees mb almost 
certain. The Navy is having similar 
trouble. 


TENNIS, 
ANYONE? — Washing­ 
ton observers generally agree that 
Mobilization Boss Charles E. Wil­ 
son, Economic Stabilizer Erie John­ 
ston and Price Control Chief Mich­ 
ael DiSalle are among the hardest 
workers in the capital. However, 
that cannot be said for some of the 
members of the “second layer” of 
officialdom in 
the mobilization- 
stabilization agencies. 
For instance, there is reputed to 
be one group of young officials who 
find the presence of a set of public 
tennis courts outside their office 
windows just too hard to resist.

greatest. Most agreed that it was 
the “blood, sweat and tears; fight 
em on the beaches” epic. However, 
the gentleman from Texas inter­ 
posed this idea. 
“Winston,” said Mr. Carter, “you 
made the greatest mistake of your 
life in that memorable speech. You 
quoted from many great authorities, 
including the beloved Kipling. But 
you missed by a hair’s breadth the 
opportunity 
to 
have 
made 
the 
greatest speech in all English his­ 
tory and literature.” 
“Why?” asked the puzzled Chur­ 
chill. 
“Because you could have quoted 
from 
the 
immortal 
Shakespeare. 
You could have used his great line 
from King John — ‘This England 
never did, nor never shall, lie at 
the proud foot of a^ conqueror.’” 
Churchill seemed* to like the sug­ 
gestion, said he wished he had had 
Carter as his ghost writer during 
the war. even indicated that the 
only people who conceivably might 
ever conquer England were Texans.

For years, the big bull voice of 
Bill Langer, North Dakota’s earthy 
senator, has been bellowing in the 
chamber demanding that the State 
Department name an ambassador , 
from his state. 
When, a few days ago. Thomas 
E. Whelan, a North Dakota busi­ 
ness man was nominated to be U. S. 
ambassador to Nicaragua, the rangy

his victory, I trust he will spare 
us his daily oration on the ability 
of North Dakota’s citizens.

M ike Quill 


New York City is faced by the 
threat of a unionized police force 
led by Mike Quill. If Quill succeeds 
in New York, he will set out to es­ 
tablish a national union of the po­ 
lice forces of all cities in the United 
States. Organized by such a person, 
arrogant, blatant, without roots in 
American life and tradition, it would 
mean the destruction cf police as 
servants of the people. They would 
become stooges of Quill’s union; ex­ 
pulsion from the union would mean 
no job and therefore the union 
could and would dominate the police 
force. 


Mike Quill’s public history is no 
good. He came here an adult after 
a revolutionary career in Ireland. 
He went to work in the transit 
system and in 1934 organized, with 
the assistance of a group of public 
Communists, a 
union of transit 
workers. There is evidence before 
the House Committee on UnAmeri- 
can Activities that Quill himself 
was once a member of the Com­ 
munist party. Quill insists that he 
is an anti-Communist. 


It must be admitted that dur­ 
ing Mike Quill’s leadership, the 
wages, conditions of work and 
general benefits of transit work­ 
ers improved greatly. But it was 
accomplished by the most brutal 
flouting of the public weal, by 
strikes and threats of strikes, 
by slowdowns and peril to the 
health and finances of the city. 
.It 
was 
revolutionary 
trade 
unionism of the European type. 


The police department of New 
York is no longer "the finest” 
During the LaGuardia regime, the 
morale of the department broke 
down because LaGuardia was play­ 
ing politics with labor and minority 
groups whom he favored at the ex­ 
pense of law enforcement. 
In the O’Dwyer administration of 
the city, graft in connection with 
gambling developed to such unusual 
proportions that the police depart­ 
ment had to be investigated and 
numbers of the force retired. Thom­ 
as F. Murphy, prosecuting attorney 
in the Hiss case, wras appointed po­ 
lice commissioner to clean up the 
department. He is now, however, on 
the federal bench. 
His successor, 
George P. Monaghan, is an able 
and alert lawyer. 


The seriousness of the situa­ 
tion is that New York is a city 
of about 8.000.000 people which 
could, in wartime, fall into the 
hands of subversive elements

does today when he was clearly 
associated with the Communists, 
•It is not possible to know what is 
in one’s heart and mind. Quill could 
prove his anti-communism by not 
aiding them to create further dis­ 
turbances in any part of the United 
States. Then there would be no 
doubt as to his attitude. 


As it is, he has become a 
threat to the largest city in our 
country. 
He is threatening it 
with dual control of its police 
force. He is threatening it with 
the danger of disorder in tho 
event of a strike, let us say. on 
its long and important water­ 
front where Communists, gang­ 
sters and dope peddlers are ac­ 
tive in various subversive and 
even revolutionary efforts. 


This no time to condone or toler­ 
ate such perils for any reason what­ 
soever. Nor is it a problem limited 
to New York. If Quill is recognized 
as heading a police union, hundreds 
of Quills will arise over the country 
and they will combine into a power­ 
ful, dues-collecting, disciplined na­ 
tional organization. Running a po­ 
lice union could be the country I 
best racket, particularly if the union 
wins the usual clause of no dismis­ 
sal without a trial before union offi­ 
cials. The no dismissal clause in

WASH I N G T O N — Whoever in 
Washington is guiding the hand of 
General Ridgway in the Korean 
armistice negotiations d e s e r v e s 
credit for the fluctuating maneuvers 
which twice now’ have resulted in a 
UN initiative in actually inter­ 
rupting the talks. 
When the negotiations started, 
the whole world was given the im­ 
pression by Red propaganda that 
the UN had sought the chance to 
quit fighting. It was widely assumed 
that the UN was so eager to bring 
the hostilities to an end that almost 
any status quo proposal from the 
Chinese would be accepted. 
But on two occasions now the UN 
has shown itself willing to risk the 
breakdown of the parleys on a 
principle. Once the demand was 
made that armed troops must be 
withdrawn from the towm where the 
peace conversations 
were taking 
place. After a brief delay, the Com­ 
munists accepted the terms de­ 
manded. 
Now the UN has charged that the 
truce terms were being violated 
again by armed troops and once 
more the Communists have, in ef­ 
fect. backed down and promised to 
comply. 


Possible Propaganda Use 


All this leads up to the most im­ 
portant item under consideration— 
where the armistice line shall be 
drawn. The UN wants it to be the 
present defense line and the Com­ 
munists want the UN forces to re­ 
treat to the 38th Parallel. Although 
the existing defense line is not very 
far 
within 
North 
Korea 
and 
amounts to about the same thing 
as a stand at the 38th Parallel, 
nevertheless the use in propaganda 
that will be made of such a retreat 
is enough to cause the UN negotia­ 
tors to decline to agree to the 
Parallel. 
Actually the UN team is employ­ 
ing two very persuasive arguments. 
One is that to insist on the 38th 
Parallel is to reintroduce “political 
questions” which previously have 
been barred from this particular 
negotiation. The other is that the 
line at the 38th Parallel is itself not 
defensible for either set of belli­ 
gerents. A further point is made 
logically that the UN air and sea 
power actually control the coast 
lines as well as the air far north of 
the 38th Parallel and hence to agrafe 
to the present defense line is in 
effect a concession in itself to the 
Reds. 
The climax will come when the 
argument on the armistice line is 
finally resolved. The Communists 
will fuss and fume and perhaps de­ 
lay further the conclusion of the 
cease-fire agreement, bub in the end 
they will agree. 
Out of it, therefore, will come at 
least three “victories" for the UN 
from the propaganda standpoint. 
The real victory for the Reds, 
however, will come later—when the 
armistice has been concluded and 
the negotiations for a settlement of 
the Korean problem begin. There 
will be no leverage then for either 
side. The Communists may threaten 
a resumption of fighting and the 
UN may imply the same. Realisti­ 
cally speaking, however, neither side

will start fighting again when one# 
the cease-fire has taken effect. A 
stalemate in the negotiations wig 
ensue. 


Can Extend Agreement 


The Communists are saying they 
w’ant a time limit of at least a year 
beyopd which the negotiations shall 
not be carried. There is little reason 
for the UN to object to this, because 
at the end of a year, if a settlement 
has not been reached, the armistice 
agreement can be extended for an- 
year by mutual consent. 
Meanwhile, it looks as if Korea 
will remain divided for a long time 
t to comb. especially since the UN 
has formally declared that it will 
not use military force to secure the 
pacification 
or 
unifying 
of 
all 
. Korea. If there is any leverage 
coming which can possibly influ­ 
ence the Communists to withdraw 
from Korea, it hasn’t appeared yet, 
though an offer may be expected 
from the Reds to take all Commun­ 
ist troops out whenever the UN gets 
out. Once that happens, Korea will 
be subject to recurrent attacks or 
infiltration by a North Korean pup­ 
pet faction which will be aided by 
^ihe Russian as well as Chines* 
Communists. 
The Korean problem Is far away! 
from a solution, and the status that! 
existed in 1950 may go on indefi-1 
nitely.

HereOn Trout 
Fishing Laws 


The Maryland Game and Inland 
Pish Commission will hold a public 
hearing in Cumberland on October 
12 at which time discussion will be 
concerned with the clarification ef 
the trout laws and regulations and 
additional revisions which are es­ 
sential to wise fishery management. 
The following subjects will be 
submitted for discussion: 
1. The extension of the present 
dosing date on trout fishing from 
July 15 to November 15. In other 
words the trout season would be 
from April 15 to November 15. This 
appears to be a wise suggestion 
since there is a large hold over of 
trout after the season closes on 
July 15 which are lost due to a 
lack of water.

2. Change size limit on trout 
from 7 to 6 inches.

Gehringer took over today as gen­ 
eral manager of the Detroit Tigers, 
seven weeks earlier than he had an­ 
ticipated, so that he can start build­ 
ing for next year. 
A surprise announcement from 
Tiger owner Walter O. Briggs said 
that Gehringer, an all-tim e Detroit 
great, would assume his duties “im ­ 
mediately,” replacing Billy Evans. 
Briggs said that the move was to

season.” 
Briggs said the 67-year-old Evans 
ended his duties with the club “as 
of this date.” 
Evans’ contract was scheduled to 
run through Oct. I. but it was an­ 
nounced on July 28 that he would 
be succeeded at the end of the sea­ 
son by Gehringer. 
Gehringer, 39 years old, said that 
the new move was “to let me get a 
better look at the ball club, and also 
to do anything I think necessary 
now’.” 
“I don’t plan to do anything much 
this year.” he added, “although I 
probably will bring up a few boys.” 
The move was interpreted as in ­ 
dicative of owner Briegs’ continued 
dissatisfaction with the 1951 club, 
now in the fifth place in the Amer­ 
ican League standings.

Schurg Dies; 
Wife May Face 
Murder Charge 


Bullet Wound Is 
Fatal To Welder 


George A. Schurg, 27, died last 
night in Frostburg, the victim of a 
shooting Monday at his Hoffm an 
home. Authorities said his 22-year- 
old wife, Shirley, probably would 
face a m urder charge, 
Dr. H. V. Deming, deputy county 
m edical exam iner, said Schurg died 
a t 7:20 p m . in M iners Hospital, 
Frostburg. An autopsy was planned 
to determ ine the exact cause of 
death. 
Schurg was adm itted to the hos­ 
pital at 1:30 a.m.
